PIONEER ELEVATOR 
DESTROYED BY 
FIRE MONDAY 


Loss Estimated at $20,000 


Contract Let to Rebuild 


Monday night the two elevators 
owned by the Pioneer Elevator Co. 
burned to the ground, estimated at a 
loss of about $17,000, At the time 
there was only about one carload of 
wheat and 300 bushels of barley in the 
two elevators, 

About 9:35 Monday morning the 
sirene first announced a fire in the 
Pioneer and the fire brigade lost no 
time getting into action. 

Smoke was first noticed issuing 
from the elevator where the drive 
shed roof juined the elevators on the 
north side by Ceil (Wray at the 
Imperial Oil warehouse which was 
so small and looked like dust that he 
phoned to 8. E. Dafoe, at his oil sta- 
tion, whio also could not tell whether 
it was dust or smoke, but taking no 
chances sent in the fire alarm. The 
fire was discovered to be burning in a 
little room off the weigh scales, where 
greese and waste was stored. It was 
believed the strong sun shining 
through the window pane had ignited 
the waste as the place was very hot 
being closed for days past. The fire 
boys quickly extinguished the blaze 
and poured in ample water. 

All cay R. C. Clifford, manager of 
the clevator, stayed around the ele- 
vator watching closely for any fur- 
ther indications of fire, Finally he 
closed up between five and six o'clock 

at evening, and although mii} 
passec’ near by no further signs were 
noted until about 11:45 p.m, when a 
burst of flames issued from the south 
side of the elevators and in a few 
moments the entire town was lit up 
and the roar and crackling could be 
heard a long distance, 

The 22nd Battery boys were all 
ready to board their special car to 
proceed that night to Sarcee, and 
made quick work of once more bring- 
ing out the reels and laying, a hose 
line to the elevator. By that time 
there was no hopes of saving the big 
double elevator and attention was 
given to saving R. S. McQueen's coai 
sheds and the Alberta Pacific elevato: 
to the east with good results, 

Several ‘freight cars were moved 
to safety north of the elevator, but a 
car that had been spotted to load 
early next morning was destroyed. 


Burning shingles from the fire wat’ 


carried across the railway tracks and 
away over on the Blackfoot reserve 
where Agent Gooderham had a goo. 
crowd busy fighting to keep down v 
prairie fire and a stack of hay nea 
by. 

During the afternoon a very heavy 
wind blew from the west and had the 
fire broke out then there is no telling 
how the other elevators and most o1 
the busineas section would have fared. 
later the wind shifted to the north 
and fortunately had died down just 
before the second eutbreak. 


Much credit is due the young lads 
who worked like little trojans with the 
fire brigade and thoroughly enjoyed 
it. ,

SATURDAY NIGHT 


Hoot Gibson comes riding into the 
Gleichen Community Hall on Saturday 
night in what has been called his 
greatest screen vehicle. It is “King 
of the Rodeo,” a Universal picture 
filmed when the recent national rodeo 
at Soldier's field, Chicago was in pro- 
gress, the stirring meet forming the 
background for most of the story. 

Gibson is recognized as the leading 
atar in Western pictures of romance 
and action. In striving for new plots 
and ideas he thought of the healded 
Chicago todeo on the tremendous fleld 
the largest of its kind in the world.

ROAD MARKING PROGRAM 
ON BIG SCALE 
ADOPTED BY A.M.A. 


Marking of Alberta roads to greatly 
aid tourists has been decided upon by 
the Alberta Motor Association, affect- 
ing operations in both north and south, 
It is expected that fully $1,000 will.be 
expended, though it is realized that 
this will handle but a fraction of what 
should be done. 

A. B. Mackay, president of the A.M. 
A., expressed his regrets that the Al- 
berta government had not carried out 
an extensive road marking scheme, 
when recently in Edmonton. “It was 
understood that such a policy was to be 
carried out and it is regrettable that it 
has not been put into actual effect as 
yet.” said Mr, Mackay. “In my 
opinion, public men are under-estimat- 
ing the importance and value of the 
tourist traffic to this province.” 

Signs will be placed by the A.M.A, 
along the Blue Trail, so it was an- 
nounced by Fred R. Brason, president 
of the Calgary branch of the associa- 
tion. The program als? includes plac- 
ing of signs on roads to the oil fields, 
leading in from the north and out from 
the south; also from Calgary to Med:- 
cine Hat westward. The fact that there 
were numerous complaints caused the 
association to take actien as soon as 
possible, ; 

President Frank Barnhouse, of the 
Edmonton branch, said that in the 
north the program included marking of 
the highway from Edmonton to Lloyd- 
minister, from Edmonton to Jasper, 
Edmonton to Wainwright, from Ed- 
monton to Athabaska and from We- 
taskiwin to Macklin,
